iUiriiviC  i^^^  ^'-'^  ^■^'•■''-  bnndred  }'earS;  bcii,:-"de;:  ihey  \\d]l  inler- 
est  the  descendants,  and  proce  incentives  to  lovers  of  gene- 
alogical research  to  furnish  ftnther  info^-niation,  and  thus  aio 
iir  correcting;  mistakes  in  names  and  dates,  and  in  supplying 
missing-  branches  of  tlie  genealogical  tree. 

The  origin  of  the  name  seems  to  be  involved  in  son-c 
obscurity.  According  to  L,ov.-e'''s  Patro-iy-uica  Britau-iica, 
'' Youngman  is  the  same  as  Young,  the  second  syllable  bc'ng 
an  unnecessary  addition,  and  's  of  common  origin  wit]^  ti\e 
classioal  Xeander  and  Juvenal,  and  refers  to  the  youth  ot 
the  hrsr  beai-er."  This  is  true  in  theory,  and  is  a  good  defi- 
nition, but  does  not  account  for  the  origin  of  the  name. 
And,  although  the  names  Young  and  Youngn^an  may  have 
hadi  a  comnrcin  origin,  and  may  have  a  common  meaning,  it 
is  evident  that,  as  used  at  the  present  dav,  they  are  entirely 
distin... 

Ihc  ori_:ii.  of  vhe  name  includes  tierce  qu^stioi^s, —  ho";  it 
originated,  when  it  originated,  and  where  it  originated.

YouNG?.rAX,  who  was  the  author  of  7)v//^  and  Exr^Uoice  of 
Ific  Christian  R:vcIaiion  Dononstyalcd,  a  Tjmo  voUnne  v^td")- 
iished  at  l.,0adon  iit  T'^34.  He  ^^•as  also  the  author  of  a 
Manoir  af  Alexander  Ci-i(d:n,  pnhh?hed  in  the  tmahridc:ed 
edition  of  Crmlen's  Ccneordancr  of  the  Bibie.  It  is  not 
known  to  wliat  family  he  belonged.  He  is  said  to  have 
been  a  bfiokseliej-  of  Norwich,  in  Norfolk  County,  lingiand. 

There  is  in  Johnson's  Cvchipedia  an  account  oi  Joseph 
Jakob  Jlxgmaxx.  a  learned  Slavonian  philologist,  born  at 
Htidiitz,  Boheniia,  in  1773.  In  1G15,  he  was  Prefessor  of 
Languages  and  Rhetoric  at  the  Gvmnasium  of  Praut;e. 
His  greatest  work  is  a  Btthemian-German  Dietianar}",  in 
five  voluntes.  He  also  wrote  a  History  of  the  Bo/ieviie^n 
La^'gaage  o}id  Literature.  He  wrote  other  warlcs,  in 
prc'se  and  verse,  besi'des  making  several  tj"anslatio!is  frfim 
English  and  French  writers.  The  author  says  that  Jang- 
mann  is  regarded  as  one  of  the  most  zealous  and  efnci^Mt 
promoters  of  Sia\'onian  literature.     He  died  in  18.47.

From  tr:ese  prenii^es,  it  is  concluded  that  there  are  in  the 
United  States  tv.-o  distinct  branches  of  this  patronjcnnic, 
English  arid  Gern-:an.  The  English  have  ahvavs  spelled  vTe 
nanie  Youxg:.'an,  while  the  Germans  have  generally  spelled 
it  Jnngman  in  their  ovrn  country,  but,  after  settling  in  t'ds 
and  in  otlicr  hinglish-spea.king  countries, '  ha.ve  gradually 
adopted  the  Ecnglish  form,  As  has  already  been  intimated, 
the  etymological  meaning  of  these  two  names  is  the  same  ; 
and,  althouLgh  each  may  ha\'e  originated  independenihc  of 
the  other,  it  is  more  probable  that  the  naane  had  its  o;)'^in 
in  German \'  during  the  earl}-  centuries,  and  that  its  first 
ajipearancv:  in  England  was  among  German  iraraigrants-

But,  in  the  }-ear  17;'0,  Ihcy 
liaci  all  disappeared,  so  far  ms  can  be  learned,  exccu-t  one 
family  t]:at  ^vas  then  ]i\-ing  in  Holiiri.  N.H.  There  are  now 
onlv  t^vo  families  of  this  name  in  IMassachnsctts,  tive  in 
Neu-  Hampshire,  one  in  r>lainc,  two  in  Alban}",  NdV.,  one 
in  Kansas,  and  one  in  Tennessee.  There  may  be  one  or  Ivio 
families  in  Oni';!,  and  nossibh-  some  in  other  States,  which 
cannot  be  traced  at  pri:'sent,  making  a  total  ol  only  about  a 
dozen  famiiies  of  tiie  En-;Iish  branch  knovrn  to  he  iivine;  in 
the  United  Stares. 

The  first  of  this  patronymic  residing  in  New  England;  of 
wliom  an^"  record  can  be  foimd,  was  r''K-\xcis  Yoi;^:G^;A^:, 
vrho  was  living  in  Roxbnry,  now  a  pait  of  ]^f>^ton,  twe-  hun- 
dred years  ago.  The  earliest  date  attached  to  his  neme  is 
Feb.  6,  iuS.t;  wjicn  '' /si;  confessed  Christ,  ajul  7<ms  received 
ivto  full  connnunion'^  in  the  Rev.  Jc'hn  Eliot's  chin-ch  at 
Roxbury.  And,  al duuigh  the  date  and  place  of  Ins  birth 
cannot  be  asc:ertained  v/ith  certainty,  the  ancestors  of  his 
wdfe,  Anna  Fisher,  can  be  traced  directly  to  their  home  m 
England,  at  a  period  se\'eral  A'cars  pre\dous  to  the  setticn^ent 
of  BostoTK 

Antiionv  FisiiER,  born  early  in  the  seventeenth  century, 
came  with  his  family  from  S\'leham,  England,  and  se^-iled  in 
Dedham,  Ivfass..  in  1637.  The  coat-of-arms  of  his  family  v;as 
identical  ^vith  that  of  the  Dauphin  of  France.  His  sccona 
sou,  Cornelius,  born  in  England,  married  Leah  tfcalon,  of 
Dcdhani,  Feb.  23,  1653.  They  had  six  children.  The  fifth 
one,  Anna,  born  ai  Dedham  in  1661,  married,  first;,  Isaacs 
Heath  {Isaac-,  Wlllie>ni  '■},  a  branch  of  the  family  from  which 
General  William  Heath,  of  Re\"Qlutionary  fame  descended. 
The  followirjg  item  is  foun,d  in  Re"r.  Jolm  Elic/t's  church, 
records.  "  Ai/^:  23,  16S2,  Isaac  Heatli,  Jr.,  and  his  -ivifc 
io&k  iicid  on  the  covenant."'  Isaacs  Hearh  died  Dec.  22, 
16S4,  at  the  age  of  twenty-nine,  leaving  a  son,  Ispac  ^.  His 
widow,  .Anna  (Fisher)  Heath,  was  married  Ddc.  2,  lofij.  to 
Fkancis  Y'OuxGrjAv.

Some  eame  from  London,  and  a  few  from  the  west  oi  Cnj-- 
]and,  "  TJicy  i..'crt  p^ofih  cf  sabsnuicc,  i}iOi:y  ({f  ih^'U  /(n-mers. 
skilled  a!so  in  sr/;/t:  nscfid'J.andicraft,  iiovc  belug  of  tJie  p:;orcr 
sorty  Xazing'  was  also  tfic  birthpiace  of  John  Ehot,  r'u: 
'•Apostle"  to  the  Indians.  wJio  arriwd  at  Boston  Xo\r  2. 
163 J,  and  settled  in  Roxbury  the  next  sun^mer. 

It  may  be  inierestin;;  to  consider,  lor  a  moment;  the 
sparseness  of  the  pr^pulaciou  at  that  earl}-  period.  Iji  iC.'-o, 
only  titty  years  before  Francis  Yooxgman  was  livUij:  m 
Roxbury,  there  was  one  sclit'Uy  inliabitan'  in  Boston,  William 
Biackstonc,  who  four  vtar^.  later  sold  the  entire  jjcidnsuia 
for  ^30,  reser\dng  only  six  acres  for  himself.  His  nem'cst 
and  only  neighbors  were  Thomas  Walford  and  his  wife  at 
Charlestown,  and  Samuel  Maverick  on  Xoddle's  Island  (Fast 
Boston).  At  each  of  the  following  placeS;  Ilulh  Ouiacy, 
and  Weymouth,  there  were  a  few  families,  making  a  tomb 
in  all  these  towns  now  so  densely  populaced.  of  probably 
not  more  than  hit}'  inhabitants. 

In  the  year  1700,  se-^;enty  years  after  its  settlement, 
Boston  contained  about  seven  thousand  inhai^itants,- -an 
average  increase  of  one  Imndred  a  }-ear.  In  1655,  Roxbury 
contained  about  seven  hundred,  with  perhaps  one  Inmdrcd 
dwellings.  In  1690  there  were  probably  ;iot  more  than  one 
thousand  people  in  the  whole  town  of  Roxbury  (contaiiiing 
about  teui  thousand  acres),  or  one  person  to  every  ten  acres. 
Land  had,  however,  acc[umed  an  excessively  high  value  for 
such  a  locality  and  at  so  early  a  period.  The  honmsrcad  of 
eight  acres,  already  mentioned,  was  jjurchased  b\'  Fkanois 
Young  MAN  in  1693  for  ,il74,  or  about  531  an  acre,  and  the 
same  was  sold  in  1725  fur  ^250,  or  a  littie  more  than  c-ioo 
an  acre.  No  wonder  his  descendants  vrere  comjxd'ed  to 
emigrate  ro  ;Nev."  Hampshire  and  other  di:.tant  places  where 
land  was  cheap. 
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The  snio  of  drc-^s  of  t\\\>  )n'n^!iCu  ve^rs  ago  \N-osihi 
aftr-ict  c>"ij?.ice!:ibiO  artention.  il  w.^iii  to-'iliv.  The  oi-dinarv 
clothing  coiisistecl  of  horne-inacic  fabrics,  chicfi}'  ol  \vtw,;, 
Tiie  n^icn  v:ore  jerkins,  ruffs,  and  smali-c-lothcs.  Out  ■:'': 
doors,  they  uore  short  cioaks,  srce[^le-cr(i\vned  hots,  [ind 
gray  or  red  rstockings.  The  ordinnry  cosriuno  oi  the  v.■unle!^ 
was  ver\-  simple, —  generalh"  homespun  dresses  (calico  nol 
being  used  lid  after  :he  Revoluti<)n)  and  plain  straw  bonnets. 

Their  Sunaa\-  cc  stnmes  were  elaborate;  ornamental,  ana 
expensive,  and  lasted  a  hfeiimc.  The  rocu  wore  broad- 
brininied  hats  turned  up  at  three  corners  ;  fall,  i-usiiy  w'gs  ; 
long  coats  with  huge  pocket-daps  and  cuffs,  the  huetcai^-  of 
silver  c^r  plated,  as  Isrgc  as  a  half-dollar ;  \"erv  long  ornci- 
mentcd  vests;  shins  with  jaidies  at  bosom  and  wrists  and 
gold  sleeve  buttons;  small-elcthes  reaching  below  the  knees 
and  fastened  wiuh  large  gold  or  sib'er  buckles  ;  gray  or  red 
silk  stockings;  ornamented  shoes  with  elaborate  buckles. 
Square-toed  shijes  were  vrorn  from  1(^09  to  17 jj. 

The  ladies  wore  on  SundnA's  rich  dresses  with  sla-hed 
sleeves  trimnied  with  lace;  silk  hoods  and  endjroidered 
caps;  slippers  of  silk  or  sntin  highly  ornamented,  and  very 
high  heels  ;  and  their  entire  toilet  was  extremely  elaborate. 
And  yet  wearing  apparel  was  regulated  by  law,  all  being 
required   to  dress  \sdthin  their  niean^. 

The  comnion  classes  were  very  simple  in  their  manner  of 
living.  Their  breakfasts  and  suppers  consisted  chiedv  of 
boiled  corn,  in  some  form,  porridge  and  bre;id  and  ndlk. 
Their  dinni;-rs  onsisted  of  Indian  pudding,  broiled  salt 
pork  wdh    c;  bbage  and    tnrnins.     Potatoes  wore  not    used

Nicholas?  Yolxoman  next  appears  ns  a  Revolutionary 
soldier,  and  his  nan^e  may  be  found  enrolled  amon^;  the  vol- 
unteers from  HolUs.  He' enlisted  July,  1776,  at  the  age  of 
hft3--three.  for  six  nionthsi  to  re-enforce  the  Centinental 
Army  in  Canada ;  and  with  his  soji  John- an.d  twenty-thi-ee 
other  Kollis  soldiers  joined  Colonel  Wingate's'regiment,  and 
vrent  hito  actual  service.  Tliey  'proceeded  as  far  as  Tieon- 
deroga,  wheui  this  regiment  was  recalled,  fie  \''  as  paid  b}- 
the  town  £.12,  or  S6.67  a  month. 

He  married  iMAav  WKiGhT,  daughter  of  Samuel-  Wright, 
{Abel'),  of  Springtield,  Mass.  She  was  born  iNlay  10,  I'j?.^^. 
On  the  26th  day  of  July,  1708,  the  Indians  surprised  ti.ic 
town  of  Springfield,  seized  and  scalped  iMartha,  idie  ^^ife 
of  AbeD,  the  grandmother  of  Alary,  and  cut  off  her  hnger 
to  obtain  a  ring,  of  which  wounds  she  died  the  followiiig 
October.  The  Indians  also  killed  an  infant  son.  of  I-ienrv 
Wi-iguu.  and  captured  his  wife,  who  died  soon  cUter.  These 
bloody  deeds  v.-ere  remembered  for  many  years,  andi  the 
story  handed  down,  orally,  to  the  present  generation. 

Mary  (Wiiglit)  Youngman  died  at  Holiis,  Jan.  10,  1S02. 
Nicholas  m.arried  again,  at  tlie  age  of  eighty-tv-o,  Vv'ido\;- 
Lydia  Hobart,  Sept.  16,  1805,  and  died  at  Holiis,  Sept.

They  v-,'eie  also 
j/aid  one  penny  a  mile  each  wa.}"  for  tra\'el. 

After  remaniing  at  Cambridge  a  <hort  tin-.e,  Euenezer 
re-enlisted  in  the  company  of  Captain  IMoors,  01  Groton, 
Alass.;  and  was  mustered  into  the  Massachusetts  regim^ei'dc, 
commanded  by  Colonel  William  Prescott,  the  hereof  Bunker 
Hill.  This  regiment  was  stationed  at  Cambridge  until  the 
16th  day  of  Jumj,  v^dien  at  about  nine  o'clock  r,i\'l.  t/.e 
companies  of  Captains  Dow  aj-id.Aloors,  with.  Colonel  Pres- 
ccitr's  regiment  and  detachments  fri:>m  two  or  three  others, 
by  orders  from  the  Massachusetts  Committee  of  Satety, 
marched,  with  their  arms,  spades,  aiid  other  intrencidng 
too's,  from  C'anibridge  to  Charlestown,  and  tool-c  possession 
t!i  Lhe  hebdvLs  on  Breed's  Hbi.  wliere  on  the  following  oay

One  of  thtjm,  .K.'^-va-e-tr  Blood,  lived  for  se\"eral  \-e:!rs 
at  i-Lotford,  \'t.,  and  afterwards  removed  to  Snringheld,  NTT, 
wb,ere  h.e  wa^  li\'h-\g  until  v.dthin  a  year  or  two.

He  was  in  the  battles  at  S^ira- 
toga.  at;  the  suiTcnder  of  Burgovne,  and  in  the  campaigns 
in  New  jeisey  and  Tenns\l\ania,  and  at  the  battle  of  Mon- 
mouth, where  this  regiment,  inoltiding  the  Holds  soldie'-s.

l^arUcular  apprcbatiori  of  General  Washington. 

He  was  at  \'ahey  J-'orge  during  that  hard  wint^jr  of  priva- 
tion and  suffering,  in  t777--7'^'  ^^•^'  enlisted  again.  \i\  i/'^'o 
for  "he  remaindej"  of  "the  war,  and  thus  completed  a  LC:-n:i  uf 
service  for  his  couutr\,  in  ti'ie  capacit}^  of  a  soldier,  'T  between 
si>-  aocl  seven  \"eavi.

It  is  to  be  regretted  that  the  biography  of  this  old  soldier 
cannot  be  continued  further  v,dth  more  certainty.  It  is  onh' 
known  that  soon  after  the  close  of  the  war  he  married  X^d- 
gall ,  and  settled  at  Barnet,  \T.,  where  at  least  two  sons

He  became  a  farmer,  and  b\'  quiet,  industrioiis,  and  strictb; 
teniper^te  hab'ts,  lived  for  n^aiiv^  yenrs  in  comfortable  cir- 
cumstances. '  Me  brought  up  a  large  family  of  children,  who 
in  after  years  ■■  jvsc'  .Vo  and  called  hi??:  tdcssed."  He  Vvas  an 
actix'C  and  inili-ential  member  of  the  Baptist  church,  and 
occasionally  ofhciaied  as  a  lay  preacher.  P'or  several  of  his 
last  years,  iie  received  a  pension  from  .the  governnierit,  as  a 
partial  reward  for  his  earl}"  ser\dcc3  as  a  Continental  soldier. 

In  the  year  1826,  at  the  Semi-Centennial  of  ciur  Nnrional 
Independence,  lie  read  a  poem  at  the  town  celebratiori  ir, 
I.empster,  which  he  had  v,-rittcn  for  the  occasion  ;  and,  a'- 
though  it  possesses  no  special  literary  merit,  its  spirit  is  so 
loyal  and  revereirt,  and  so  patriotic,  that  it  is  jjublished  at  the 
close  of  these  sketches,  after  lying  neglected  for  more  than 
half  a  century. 

Jaeez  -  You. N-GMAx  died  of  cancer,  April  30,  1839.  at  ^■'^'^'■ 
age  of  75,  and  his  wife  died  of  hemorrhage  (/f  the  lun;_:s 
withui  thrt;e  days  after,  l\[av  3,  1S39.  ''  They  were  lov::!y 
a}id  pleasant  in'tUeiy  lives,  a-ul  in  their  dentk  i];ry  ivcrc  n'>t 
divided."  His  character  may  perhaps  be  best  sumn^ed  irp  in 
the  words  of  the  text  selected  at  his  funeral  by  his  pastor,
